Banks Increase 
Loans To Farms 


Alabama banks were serving 
farmers with increased credit 
and other financial services at 
the beginning of this year, ac- 
cording to D. F. Reaves, Presi- 
dent, The Citizens Bank, En- 
terprise, Ala., who represerts 
the Alabama Bankers Associa- 
tion as Coffee County Key 
Banker. During 1960, the 
State’s banks maintained their 
leadership in agricultural cre- 
dit services. 


Based on the 20th annual 
farm lending summary of the 
Agricultural Committee of The 
American Bankers Association. 
Mr. Reeves reported that the 
beginning of the year, Alabama 
banks were helping farmers 
With $75-million in loans, 6 per 
cent more than a year previ- 
ous. This total included $43- 
million in production loans and 
$32-million in farm mortgages. 
At the same time, $23- millisrm 
in farm loans was held by life 
insurance companies; $57-mifi- 
lion by the  Federa} Land 
Banks; $17-million by Produe- 
tion Credit Associations: and 
$6-million in non- -real estate 
loans plus $28- -million in real 
estate loans by the Farniers 
Home Administration. About 52 
percent of the production cre- 
dit extended by lending insti- 
tutions to Alabama farmers 
came from banks. 


Mr. Reaves said that “farm- 
ing nationally a $200-billion 
lustry which means that an 
r larm represents better 
t $90,000 investment, with 
commercial family-type 
running well above 
this figure Capital require- 
ments to operate today’s farm 
businesses are increasing and 
fi: rs are finding a greater 
need for the use of borrowed 
funds. To meet this changinse 
heed, banks in Alabama have 
the job of seeing that the legi- 
luumate credit needs of farmers 
are met on terms which will 
bring returns to both borrower 
and lender and strengthen the 
economy.
